New York, Feb. 8 

That President Coolidge will not: 
seek re-election to the Presidency 
In'1928 is the opinion expressed 
in-a speech’ by Dr: Butler, Prosi- 
dent of Columbia University. He 
expressed the view that it would 
be-fatal for the Republicans to 
ralse the third-term issue and de- 
clared-that one df the deepest and 
most persistent ‘convictions of the 
American ‘people was that no pre- 
sident should hold office three 
times. President Coolidge’s com- 
monsense would lead him to an- 
nounce his unwillingness to stand 
when the proper time came, 

Dr. Butler stated that farm re- 
lief and foreign policy would be 
the main issues of the Presidential 
campaign. He declared that no- 
one who was not frankly “wet' 
would stand a chance.

FORMER HONGKONG

Frederic ‘Osmund Stedman, M.D., 
B.S. (London), M.R.C.S., news of 
which has been received in the 
Colony by cable: Nio details are 
to.hand excepting the fact that 
Dr.. Stedman passed away on the 
2nd instarit, but it is thought like- 
ly, that he was a victim of the 
influenza enidemic known. to be 
widespread in England at that 
time. 

The late Dr. Stedman, who was 
‘64 years of age, came to the 
Colony in 1893 to join the firm of

Harston, who dame East five 
years after the late Dr. Stedman, 
was admitted a partner in 1903, 
when’ the firm again changed its 
name. 

Dr. Stedman, who was a Justice 
of the Peace for the Colony, won 
much esteem during his lengthy 
residence here, being recognised as 
a- very skilful surgeon. He left 
Hongkong on retirement about ten 
years ago, 

Prior to coming to Hongkong, 
Dr. Stedman was House Surgeon, 
House Physjeian and Surgeon Re-

_ No Hardship. 


Dr. 8. C.-Ho'said: In seconding 
‘the motion I fecl we should be 
failing in a public duty were. we, 
as a Board, to refuse to‘accord to 
the motion the support it deserves 
after all the arguments’ we have 
its favour: 
Looking at the effect of the resolu- 
tion on the small number of Chin- 
ese squatters—not more than 3 or 
4 I believe—I do’ not think: its 
adoption is going to work any 
hardship at all. 

The people whom the motion will 
move out.of the district do not en- 
joy any presciptive rights. It was 
but very recently that one of these 
permittees was allowed te lay ont 
his vegetable: garden at Kowloon: 
Tong. My inquiries-clicit the fact 
that the man who was granted the 
permit had-come-from Cheung Sia 
Wan. Surely he might have been 
given the choice of some other site 
not go close to a large residential 
settlement that bids fair to be- 
come an important township in the 
future? " 


Self Evident Nuisance. 


Of the 250 subscribers to the 
Kowloon Tong .scheme, 210 are 
Chinese, 10 British, and 30 Portn- 
xuesc, so that in ‘protecting the: 
health of the: residents of Kowloon 
Tong our first concern is for th- 
majority of the Chinese. 

As for the proximity of the Kow- 
Joon Hospital and the Diocesan 
Boys’ School the objection to the 
nuisance is self evident and need 
not be enlarged. upon. On the 
, principle that “prevention is bet- 
ter than eure” I second the motion. 

Dr. G. W. Pope, the Medical 
Officer of Hoalth, said that if the 
“cess-pools were removed say 200 
yards from the nearest habitation 
that would safeguard the residen- 
tial part of the district. .He also 
spoke on the question of manure 
and suggested that the breeding 
of flies could be avoided: if the 
manure was brought from some 
distant place. 

Colonel, Boyland Smith sald he 
did not think: the convenience of

STRONG PLEA FOR MODERN 
» METHODS. a 


A’ strong appeal: for. improved 
sanitary conditions among - the 


| Chinese ‘in the Colony waa made 


by Dr. S. W. Tso at yesterday's 
mecting of the Sanitary Board 
when he movod an application for 
permission to ingtall water flush 
systema at No, 22 Bonham Strand. 

Dr. Tso said: I-beg.to move that 
this’ application be granted. _ Bon- 
ham Strand is a big Chinese busi- 
ness quarter and the houses there 


ure owned and occupied by men of | 


business whose intelligence and 
business acumen have. been the 
means of making many a fortune. 

The owners’. desire to haye 
water closets ‘installed in their 
premises is simply to improve 
sanitary conditions and not, as 
alleged, to enhancer the. value ‘of 
their property. Tho valus. of. 
the houses in this locality, has 
been incrensed to ten times their 
original value although no water 
system ever existed there. 

So jong as the Colony will 
prosper in trade the value of House 
property here will increase, noth- 


withstanding the want of 4 water. 


system. If that is . considered, 
apart from the abuses of ita use, 
to be more sanitury than the hand 
carriage syatém, und if its intro- 
duction is intended | to improve 
sanitary conditions in the Colony,

Boththe 
Hon. D.P.W. and, the M.O,H. have 
the form of minutes which: have 
been’ read. 

The real question at issue is 
not merely the granting or refus- 
ing of this particular application 
but it involves a question of gen- 
eral principle. The "objections 
expressed in these minutes are go 
general and wide that no. owner 


of Chinese type houses will ever. 
‘hope to be able to enjoy the bene- 


fitvof the water system. Many ap- 
plications are now deferred con- 
sideration pending the decision of 
the Board in this case. 

Chinese Point Of ‘View. 

As this has such an important 
bearing on other similar cases 
I feel I must give the Chinese 
point of view. The M.O.H., in 
expressing his entire agreement 
with the minute of the Hon 
D.P.W.,.conaiders also that “noth- 
ing ean be more inganitary than 
a neglected «‘water system. A 
clean dry system ‘is much ‘to be 
preferred.” « 


‘I quite agree with this truism,’ 


A living dog is much better thin 
a dead lion. A neglected -water 
a Pater is indeed to. be deprecated 
whether it is installed in a palace 
or a coolie house, The keeping 
of such a.system’ in proper order 
lies with the owner and has noth- 
ing ‘to do with the type ‘of houses: 
in-which it is installed. 

On the, other’ hand, to kesp a 
dry system clean in Chirtese busi-. 
ness" premises is casier said than 
done. No doubt the M.O.H., when 
he penned his minute, had in‘ his 
mind’s cye the picture of a:private 
house with .gardens, proper’ ser- 
vant's quarters, conveniences dis- 
‘fluid, night 
soil cleared away every’day by 
house boys toa distant part of the 
house, 

‘No night soil coolies could ais: 
turb.him in his slumber during the 
night and the house is only oecu- 
pied by not more than ten or a 
dozen people”, 

The Other Side. 

‘But let me show him another 
»| picture of a ‘Chinese business 
holise wliere euting, cooking and 
arene apartments: are conti- 
xuous. One tub is provided in 
the yard bounded on both sides by 
slceping. ‘rooms or kitchen to 
serve the need of forty or more 
people. living in the same build- 
ing. ‘The regular clearance of 
night soil depends‘ on the whims 
of the coolic. When typhoon, 
occurs, ‘at least four day's clear- 
ance takes place." Everyone in the 
house is awakened at night and 
files breed in the tub and come 
forth to contaminate human. food.
